It was seen ata glance 
as soon as the roll was put together 
that it could not have any possible 
connection with the Senatorial matter. 
The names of Democrats, Estee men 
and adherents of Felton, ali appeared 
on it, showing indisputably that what- 
ever it might relate, itcould not, by 
any possibility, have reference to the 
Senatorial matter. 

As soon as this was perceived there 
was a great revulsion of feeling and it 
did not need. a very acute observer to 
forsee that the waste paper discoverer 
would be knocked out for bis pains. 

Estee’s friends saw this and at- 
tempted to avert the catastrophe 
which threatened their leader, by 
postponing action. An effort wa 


\made to secure an informal ballot, 


which was to have been followed by 
an adjournment, but the motion of 
Cram of Alameda, made to accomplish 
that object, was met with shouts of 
**No, and a demand that the roll 
call be proceeded with forthwith. 

It did not take but two or three min- 
utes to show that Estee was to be 
deserted in a body. The Senate roll 
was called first and then the Assembly, 
The latter had scarcely been completed 
when the stampede began. Kagedale 
of Sonoma led “the break. “I change 
my vote from Estee to Felton,’ he 
shouted, and his announcement was 
greeted with cheers. He was rapidly 
followed by others, and when the total 
was footed it showed that Felton had 
received 73 votes, or a dozen more than 
necessary to elect.

Not an expression of -regret was 
heard that the canning plan of the 
waste-paper basket statesman should 
have miscarried. Attorney-General 
Hart was soundly denounced by every- 
body. It was recognized on every 
band that for a sinister motive, or to 
minister to his own vanity, he had per- 
mitted it to be announced to the world 
that there was a great Senatorial scan- 
dal, when the most superficial glance 
at the contents of the basket—and he 
had abundant leisure todo more than 
that—would have shown that the 
scraps had no reference whatever to 
that contest.

PARNELL’S AGENTS. 


THEIR FIRST APPEAL FOR COIN 
IN NEW YORK. 


Contributions Not So in 
Former Times—Rumor that 
Parnell Will Resign 
His Seat. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, March 19.—{By the As- 
sociated t’ress,} O’Kelly, Redmond 
and Harrison, agents of Parnell, to- 
night addressed their first meeting to 
raise money for the arnellites. 
Twenty-five hundred to 3000 persons 
attended the meeting, which was held 
in Cooper Union. Michael Breslin 
presided. John Devoy was also upon 
the platform. O'Kelly, in bis speech, 
attributed the necessity of his appeal 
for money to the fact of 
Parnells’s dispute with the 
other faction of the Irish party 
avd the consequent tying up of the 
$200,000 emergency fund in Paris. He 
adjured his hearers to contribute if 
they wished an independent Irish 
party in Parliament. Referring to 
the Irish party’s differences he said: 

When the question comes to be settied»in 

Ireland some tacts not Known by the public 
will be developed and 1 do not fear that the 
people wili reject Parnell and his asso- 
ciates. 
- Redmond and Harrison spoke briefly. 
Mention of Heaiy’s and McCarthy’s 
names were greeted with cries of 
*‘Judas’’ and hisses. Kesolutions in- 
dorsing Parnell were unanimously 
adopted. 

Branch No. 8 of the Irish National 
League turned over the $500 in its 
treasury. Other subscriptions were 
announced. were passed 
around among the people _ pres- 
ent asking them to contribute. 
A statement was subsequently 
made that the collections of the even- 
ing were $4238, of which $1450 were for 
admissions. At the first Dillon and 
O’Brien meeting here last fall the sum 
of $30,000 was realized.

Torn Papers. 


The Hieroglyphics Not Cottnected With 
the Senatorial Question. 


Felton Says He Will Resign His Seat 
if it Was Purchased. 


The Riverside County Bill Apparently 
In Some Way Connected With 
the Library Waste-bas-~ 
ket's Contents.

SACKAMENTO, March 19.—[By the 
Associated Press.) The joint commit 
tee appointed to investigate the 
charges of §bribery in connection with 
the United States Senatorship met 
again this morning. The packages of 
scraps were all opened and members 


of the committee set to work pasting 


the pieces together. The marked rol 
call was first placed in shape and 
showed the names of fourteen mem- 
bers marked with a cross after their 
names. Bruner and Shanahan had 
two crosses after their names. Ten 
members are checked in the “No” col- 
umn, fourteen names are checked in 
the “Aye” column. The following dis- 
patch was found:

To M. M. Estee: 1s Fred Lux, father of 
young Lux, of Sacramento? 

(Signed) JOHN ZOLLNER. 

The wanila sheet conteining the 
figuring when pasted together showed 
the following: “City” figures 18 witha 
2underthem. Then followsa column 
with 17 crossed offat the top. Under 
itcomes the column ‘16, 10, 16, 10, 16, 
with aline drawn under itanda 
total of 42 struck. Then 42 is sub- 
tracted from 55, leaving 13. This 13 is 
divided by 13, with a result of 216.66. 

There is no explanation to the fig- 
ures aside from this. There were a 
number of buff wrappers which had 
evidently come around the packages of 
greenbacks. They were dated third 
month and sixteenth day and were 
marked as containing the following 
sums: $2000, $500, $500, $1000, 3100, 
$100, $00. The aggregate sum is 
‘7500. Before the pasting had all 
been completed Attorney-General 
Hart suggested that the casbier of the 
Fresno bank be subpcenaed to appear 
before the committee this evening. 
The committee adopted the suggestion 
and the cashier will be summoned by 
telegraph. 

The manila sheet of paper which 
contained the names was pasted to- 
It contained the following 
namese Alexander, Ames, Bruwa, 
Bruner, Bryant, Carter, Culver, Dow, 
Hail, Mersey, Johnston, Low, Matlock, . 
Arms, Brown, Hocking, Barnett of 
Sonoma, Dennis, Dunn, Fowler, Lacy, 
Lynch, Marion. The following. names 
in the list had crosses marked against 
them: Low, Ames, Fowler and Mar- 
ion. This is as far as the sheet has 
been completed at. present. 
a blank Fresno bank check which had 
been used as a wrapper. On the back 
of it was written, ‘Fresno Lean and 
Savings Bank, 3, 16, $500.”’, 

C. H. Dibble was examined and 
asked if the writing on the scraps of 
paper was his, and he replied that it 
was. He also said that the figures 
were his, but he did not remember 
what they meant. He was in the habit 
of writing on slips of paper. He had 
talked with Marion about the River- 
side bill, but he had seen no greenback 
wrappers, nor had he handled any 
greenbacks since he had been in Sac- 
ramento. 

S. C. Evans testified to baving been 
approached by Judge Rowell and Mr. 
Perkins in the Assembly chamber, and 
the former said that an investigation 
committee was to be appointed to ia- 
vestigate the boodle scandal. He was 
asked if at tnat time the witness did 
not say that it did not make any differ- 
ence, the Riverside county people 
would spend 350,000 to carry their bill.

Mrs. Hawkins Declared 
Judicially Dead. 


THE JACKSON DIVORCE SUIT, 


It Will be Submitted on Briefs—Reve- 
lations Promised in the Par- 
kins Case—The Crumb 
Verdict. |

Mrs. Susan Hawkins of No. 467 Crescen 
avenue has been declared to be judicially 
dead. About six weeks ago Mrs. Hawkins 
disappeared under the most mysterious cir- 
cumstances, Her body never was discov- 
ered. The mystery surrounding her disap- 
pearance never was solyed. 

She left one afternoon about 5 o'clock and 
went to Redondo Beach. She stopped at 
the large hotel. Before retiring she left a 
call for 6 a. m. She was called, but at 8 
o’clock, as she had not appeared,a bell-boy 
went to her room to again awaken her. It 
was found to be unoccupied. Most of her 
clothes and personal effects were still in 
the room. 

A search was.atonce instituted for her. 
-Footsteps were traced in the sand to the 
beach and intothe water. This gave rise 
to the theory that the unfortunate lady had 
deliberately walked into the surf and per- 
mitted the waters to engulf her. 

As soon as her relatives were apprised of 
her disappearance they at once caused a 
search to be instituted. It was thought 
thatifshe had been drowned that the sea 
would intime give up its dead. For ten 
days the beach was patrolled, but her body 
was never tound. 

For along time Mrs. Hawkins’ brothers 
and friends thought that perhaps she had 
only disappeared fora time, and that after 
remaining in voluntary hiding for a short 
time she would turn up. This hope dis- 
appeared, though, as the days passed and 
nothing from or of her was heard. There 
was no reason existing why the lady should 
desire to end her life. She was wealthy 
and was quite young, being only 27 years of 


age. 

A short time ago Mrs. Hawkins’ brother 
Joseph Schendoney, applied for letters of 
administration ~ a & her estate, which was 
valued at about $25,

DR. ELLIS’S TROUBLE, 


ANOTHER CHAPTER IN THE TAB-~ 
ERNACLE TRANSACTION, 


The Treasurer of the Church Makes) 


a Statement for Publication—A 
Claim that There is a Con- 
siderable Shortage. 


The financial entanglements of Kev. John 
W. Ellis in connection with the Central 


Presbyterian Tabernacle of Sau Francisco, - 


together with that gentleman’s statement 
of the affair, as published in Tur Times 
yesterday morning, caused much talk and 
revived considerable gossip about Dr, Eliis’s 
difficulties of a similar nature in this city 
some years ago, full accounts of which were 
published at the time. The Examiner of 
Wednesday contains a statement of Hugh 
Fraser, the treasurer of the church, which 
gives further details of the trouble. Mr. 
Frazer says that Dr. Ellis assumed the pas- 
torate of the Tabernacle on the lst of 
March, 1890, and continues: 

*There was at that time a mortgage debt 
on the church of $20,000, but this it was 
generally believed by the congregation 
would soon be wiped off. by the new admin- 
istration. Soon after the doctor’s arrival 


|} he pointed out to the trustees that-certain 


repairs and alterations were badly needed 
in thechurch, and urged that they should 
be undertaken as 8 ily as possible. 
Among other things, a new entrance on 
Polk street was suggested by him, new car- 
pets, repainting throughout and several in- 
teriot alterations. These changes and ad- 
ditions were decided upon, and a lodn of 
was negotiated to defray the expenses, 

This was in July last, and the as members 
of the Board of "Trustees were all 
busy men, and besides had great confidence 
Jn the administrative ability oftheir pastor, 
they handed over to him full power to make 
the contracts for the alterations and addi- 
tions, and at the same time placed the sum 
above-mentioned to his credit in the bank, 


with the understanding that the cost of the 
proposed work should not exceed that 
amount. 


“In August last a pew board of trustees 
was elected, and Treasurer H. F. Overstreet 
inade way for Mr. Fraser. When the books 
of the church were turned over the sum of 
$168.30 was found to be che amount in hand, 
and the new treasurer, upon waking inquir- 
ies regarding the disposition of the $3800 
was informed that that bed been turned 
over to the pastor as above described. 

“Mr, Frazer then requested Dr. Ellis to fur- 
nish him with an itemized statement, which 
he did on the 13th of November last. ‘This 
showed that $4,451.88 had been expended 
for work on the churcb, while only #3s00— 
the loan above referred to—and $80 ad- 
vanced by Treasurer Fraser at the request 
of Dr. Eilis had been received. The state- 
ment thus showed the church to be in the 
pastor’s debt te the amount of $571.88, 

“Christmas was near at hand, and upon 
the earnest solicitation of Dr. Ellis, who 
stated that be was badly in peed of the 
money, the trustees negotiated another losn 
of $3000, and on the 23d of November the 
$571.58 was handed to the pastor. 

uary 13, greatly to the surprise of Treasurer 
Fraser, a bill for $29.50 was presented to 
him for paymert, and as this was 
for work covered in the statement fur- 
nished by Ellis it naturally required some 
explanation. The reverend gentleman ad- 
mitted that he had not paid it, but asked 
that the treasurer make asettiement. This 
was done and the amount was charged up 
to the pastor’s salary account. Then the 
trustees thought that the time had come 
when an investigation should be made, and 
they soon found that the inter’s bill of 
$277, as wellas other smaller sums, were 
yet unsettled.

Another Inspection of the New 
_ Sewer System. 


THE CONDITION OF THE WORK. 


Weekly Tour of the Board of Public 
Works—The Third-street Tun- 
nel—Question of Street 
Paving. 


City Engineer Dockweller, Street Super- 
intendent Hutchinson, Andy McNally, the 
contractor, and William McLean, the ce- 
ment expert, yesterdey made an inspection 
of the sewers, with a view of ascertaining 
the condition in which they were in, and 
whether the sensational charges as to crook- 
edness in the construction which have ap- 
peared in certain papers, were borne out by 
the facts. The party were accompanied by 
a couple of laborers, provided with ham- 

- mers and chisels, for the purpose of exam- 
ining the work. The sewer was entered at 
the river on Sixth street. Here the mouth 
has beer temporarily bricked up, as it will 
have to be turn out when the connection is 
made. At this point a small amount of 


water had percolated through, and 
was standing in the sewer. From 
this point a careful and systematic 


examination was made, taking in Grand 
avenue, Washington street, out to the ter- 
minus at Washington street. Messrs. Mc- 

Nally and McLean, who bad been taken 
along as experts, expressed themselves as 
very well pleased with the work, the gentle- 
men saying it was as good a job as any of 
the kind they had ever seen. [he cement 
and concrete were harder than stone, and it 
was with difficulty that they could be cut 
with achisel. In one place a brick was 
found to have been cut out. 

The result of the inspection was espe- 
cially gratifying to Mr. Hutchinson, who 
was chief inspector during the progress of 
the work, and feit, of course, considerable 

ide in the work. City Engineer Dock- 

ciler bas been very conservative hereto- 
fore in his criticism of the sewer work, and 
bas never authorized any wholesale con- 
demnation of the work. e still says that 
in some places the work is not as satisfac- 
tory as could be wished, but does not goany 
further.

PUBLIC WORKS. 

The Board of Public Works, consisting 
of Councilmen McGarry, Rhodes and 
Rees, and Councilman Innes, yesterday 
made the regular weekly inspection tour 
about the city. 

The first point visited was at the intersec- 
tion of Walland Boyd streets, where there 
isa bad mudhole, which will be ordered 
filled up by the street force. Several pep- 
per trees that projectinto the roadway at 
the corner of Boyd and San Pedro streets, 
and which area standing menace to the 
sale y of teams, will be ordered removed 
at once. 

Bad places in the streets at the corner of 
San Pedro and EKaet Third streets, and and 
at Wilmington and RKequena streets, wil) be 
ordered répaired. 

From this point the party wentto Mis- 
sion street, where a big mudholeis being 
filled up, and from these proceeded to 
Griflin avenue, East Los Angeles, to in- 
spect the. grading near Grandin street, and 
investigate the complaints of citizens about 
damage from storm water.

THIRD-STREET TUNNEL. 

It is more than probable that Councilman 
Bonsall! will bring up the matter of the pro- 
posed Third-street tunnel at the meeting of 
the Council Monday, The cost ef this work 
has been estimated at about $75,000, and it 
is claimed by the friends of the enterprise 
that it would be a great public improvement 
and accommodate a large bumber of people. 
Mr. Bonsali’s idea is to have the work done 
by the chain-gang, and says that the em- 
ployment of these men on this work would 
result in a large saving to the city in the 
matter of hire of teams, which is of itself a 
considerable item. He also thinks that sut- 
ficlent gravel could be got out. of the tunnel 
to partially pay the expenses. Mr. Bonsall 
is very much ip earnest in the matter, and 
says he intends to push the work, if such a 
thing is possible. 


STREET PAVING. i 

Since the passage of the Street Paving 
Bond Bill considerable interest has been 
manifested in the matter of street improve- 
ment, not only by contractors and property- 


owners, but by the Councilmen, and street | 


paving is becoming a leading topic of con- 
versation atthe City Hall. Almost every 
style of paving known has its advocates, 
and the advantages of asphalt over rock, or 
porphyry over macadam, as the case may be, 
are set forth in glowing terms. The latest 
“fad” is that of Vitrified brick. None of 
this material has been used in Los Angeles, 
but iu many eastern cities it has been 
tried and found to be a success. Council- 
man Bonsall is an advocate of the brick 
pavement and has spent considerable time 
in getting up statistics and information on 
the subject, and it is more than probable 
that an effort will be made to have the ma- 
terial given a trial in this city.

WATER MEETING AT AZUSA, 


Preliminary Steps for the Organiza- 
tion of a Water District. 

A mass meeting was held at Slauson’s 
hall, Azusa, yesterday to consider the ques- 
tion of forming a water district, under the 
Wright act.

SENATOR FELTON, 


The Senatorial struggle is over. The 
Legislature has elected Charles N. 
Felton to occupy the seat of the iate 
Senator Hearst for the unexpired por- 
tion of his term. 

The vote at the close stood: Felton, 
73; Estee, 15; Johnston, 1; Heacock, 1; 
White, 28. On 4he last ballot Ma- 
rion voted for Felton, Carpen- 
ter for Estee and Mathews for 
White. The asserted discovery of 
proofs of bribery in connection 
with the Senatorship, with which 
it was sought to connect Fel- 
ton’s name, proved to be a 
boomerang. it expedited a result 
which it would probably have taken 
several days to arrive at, had this great 
**discovery’’ not been made. 

The news of Mr. Felton’s election 
willbe received with relief by a great 
majority of the people of California: 
firstly, because it puts an _ end 
to a series of <Cisgraceful  epi- 
sodes which have caused honest citi- 
zens to blush for their State; secondly, 
because a man has been elected United 
States Senator from California with- 
out the use of corrupt methods, for the 
first time in many years; and thirdly, 
because, in the election of Mr. Felton, 
that great exacting, domineering, one- 
mInan power which has so long held 
California in its clutches, and de- 
bauched its politics, has at length re- 
ceived a blow direct in the face. 

Tue Times bas very recently given 
at length its opinion of Mr. Felton, as 
aman whom we believe to be in every 
sense a worthy choice for the honorable 
and responsible position of United 
States Senator. We indorsed Mr. Fel- 
ton for the position before his election, 
and we congratulate both him and the 
people now thatthe lot has fallen to 
him. He will be a true representative 
_of the people in the United States Sen- 
ate, which will be something of a nov- 
,elty to Californians. 

Relying upon Mr. Felton’s ability 


California expect that he will use his 
influence in the Senate to further the 
legitimate aspirations and supply the 
pressing needs of this end of the 


State, services for which we 
have hitherto. looked in to 
our Senatorial representatives at 


the National Capitol. We shall not 
expect Mr. Felton to show undue 
preferences for any part of the State, 
but to treat both North and'South with 
equal fairness, always remembering 
that the Central California, around the 
Bay of San Francisco, has hitherto 
monopolized the lion’s share of Con- 
gressional favors. 


THE EIGHT-HOUR BILL, 


Gov. Markham has, so far, sent four 
vetoes to the Legislature. Perhaps 
the one that will excite the most com- 
ment is the veto of the bill amengjng 
the eight-hour law. The amendment 
proposed that every contractor and 
sub-contractor should agree not to per- 
mit, knowingly, any work. whatever 
upon the construction im hand in ex- 
cess of eight hours out of twenty-four, 
by any employé. For violation there 
was to be forfeiture of all payments 
due and inability to recover any com- 
pensation for the work. The purpose 
of the amendment was to make more 
effective the present eight-hour law 
and to prevent its evasion. 

The Governor holds that the amend- 
ment would not effect the desired end. 
Eight hours is at present a legal day’s 
work upon all Public works, aid con- 
tractors under the State or municipal 
corporations are bound to observeit, 
but there is nothing in the law to pro- 
hibit piece work or work by the hour. 

The Sacramento RKecord- Lnion 
strongly indorses the action of Gov. 
Markham in vetoing this bill, as being 
taken in the interest of the laborers 
themselves. That journal says: 


The amendment as it reads is ambiguous, 
ana would leave so much of doubt in the 
mind that only by litigation, long, tedious 
and costly, could the law be interpreted. 
and that at the expense of some contractor 

eableto bear the punishment It is wise, 
therefore, to return it tothe Legislature 
with these defects inted out. ‘Lhe Goy 
ernor has done his duty in the matter, with 
emphasis, and without hesitation. in 
iruth, his veto is directly in the interest of 
labor, and should excite its gratitude, for 
assuredly the proposed amendment would 
bave resulted to the disadvantage of me- 
chanics generally, and, at the very best, 
would have given Us a law so full of doubts 
and uncertainties as to have been a hin- 
Grauce to labor,

THE TEACHERS, 


Proceedings of the State Instituteat 
San Diego. 

San DieGo, March 18.—[Correspondence 
of Tur ‘Times.| ‘This day, at the State 
teachers’ institute, has been full of inter- 
est to the teachers, as weil asa day of hard 
work for those who have attempted to pre- 
serve, in the shape of notes, the many good 
things offered for their entertainment, 

After last night’s dissipation at the Coro- 
nado Hotel the teachers were slow in #s- 
sembiing for the morning session, but at 10 
o'clock Superiotenaent Keyes of Riverside, 
began the day’s work with a lengthy paper 
on “Teachers’ Institutes, their Purposes 
and Methods.”’ [It was written in his usuai 
‘Vigorous style, ana while lenugtby, was not 
tiresome. 

Charles Mills Gayley, of the Stite Uni- 
versity followed with a short address on 
“The Teaching ot English Literature in 
the Preparatory Schools,” 

‘Tha most interesting paper of the morn- 
ing session was the vue which followed, en- 
titled “Adaptation of the Teacher w His 
Work,” by County Superiotendert Mrs, F 
McG. Martin of Sonoma county’ She was 
frequently interrupted in her reading by 
the applause of the members, and held the 
ee attention of the members to the 
end. 

Theconciuding paper of the morning 
session was one on “ilistoric Reasons for 
Teaching Civil Government,” by Prof. L. 
DuPont Syle, of Santa Barbara. It was a 
well written paper, treating a rather dry 
subject ina Very entertaining manner, 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The first part of the afternoon session 
was taken up witha paper by Superinten- 
dent Molyneaux of Pomona. on ‘“Superin- 
tendents of graded Schools and their Work.” 
Those who know the Professor 
will not need toid 
that tbe subject was handled in a mas- 
terly manner and was interesting to outsid- 
ers uS well us to the teachers present. 

Foliowing this paper, Hon. J. W. Ander- 
son, State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, was introduced and made afew 
reinarks, announcing the passage of the 
bill recommended by the State institute of 
1890, which he said only awaited the signa- 
ture of the Governor to become a law. 

The convention then proceeded to elect 
oflicers for the ensuing year. 

Fresno, by telegraph, invited the insti- 
tute to meetintbatcity in 1892, but the 
committee had already selected Riverside, 
and the selection was ratified by unani- 
mous voto. 

The evening session was devoted to the 
lecture.upon.evoiution by Prof, John Dick- 
inson of Los Angeles.

There are nine county superintendents 
resent atthe institute, twoof whom are 
adies. 

The reports show thateleven county su- 
perintendents in this State are ladiés, of 
whom two, Mrs. McG. Martin of Santa 
Rosa, and Miss Kila Dickson, Superintend- 
entof Napa county, are in attendance at 
the Sav Diego convention of the institute. 
‘The latter lady arrived on Monday evening. 

Miss Henrietta Bancroft Dean of the 
Women’s College of Monrovia is one of the 
interested attendants upoQ® the sessions of 
the institute.

Estee, De Young and Felton—

WHAT THEIR CANDIDACY MEANS 


The Attitude of Each Toward the 
Senatorial Question—Waste-. 
basket Tactics Will 

Not WIn. 


SACRAMENTO, March 18.—A clear 
statement of the respective positions 
of the three leading candidates ‘for 
Senator in the pending contest—Estee,

The Sewage Question. — 

Los ANGELES, March 19.—(To the 
Editor of Tur Times.) The discus- 
sion of the sewage question in the 
Council chamber Wednesday after- 
noon awakened a lively interest in 
the subject. We must discuss this 
matter calmly and without prejudice, 
holding ourselves in readiness for the 
reception of truth and light, irre- 
spective of the source from which it 
may emanate. Dr. MacGowan stated 
that we should probably be disap- 
pointed if we expected to build and 
operate precipitation works at much 
less expense than would be incurred 
in conducting our sewage to the Sau- 
sal Redondo rancho and extending it 
irom thence to the ocean. The doctor 
asserted that the expense of construct- 
ing precipitation works at Providence, 
R. L, (the best in operation in the 
United States) was $200,000. But on 
the other band Mr. Lioyd was equally 
positive that the expense of construct- 
ing works on the pian now in success- 
ful operation in the city of Chester, 
Engiand, would not exceed $25,000. 1 
bave the utmost confidence in Mr. 
Lioyd’s honesty and integrity of pur- 
pose. Asto the cost of operating the 
works at Chester, Mr. Lioyd frankly 
admitted that he was pot in possession 
of positive knowledge, but thought ove 
man did all the work. Let us admit 
this to be the case, and also that the 
products of the works wiil pay running 
expenses. (Mr. Morgan says the 
VRirmingham sewage works are oper- 
ated at a loss.) 

It was admitted in the discussion 
Wednesday that of account of the 
topography of our city and the fall 
which our existing sewers had been 
given, it would probably be necessary 
to coustruct three separate plants, say 
one to accommodate East Lous Angeles 
and Boyle Heights at south of city and 
east ot tbe river, one at the present 
sewer outiall and another to accommo- 
date the western portion of the city.

$75,000, assuming that no expense 
would ensue for right-of-way for

the city. As you well know, our wor- 


‘thy Mayor advises the entire avbandon- 


ment of our city irrigation works, be- 
Gause it is a burdensome expense to 
the city. Now, on the other hand, Mr. 
Editor, the fact was brought out io 
Weduesday’s discussion that the pres- 
ent voluine of ciLy sewage delivesed to 
the Southside Irrigation Compuny is 
worth to that cumpany in its crude 
condition, 48000 per annum. The 
further fact was also developed thet 
the rental value of land by applying 
our crude sewage thereon, was in- 
creased froin $2 to $20 per acre. 1 have 
been informed that even $25 per acre 
is paid for land which can be irrigated 
with crude sewage. ‘This groat rental 
value is nut wucu to be astonished at, 
if we stop to think that successful 
orchardists often expend more than 
$40 per wcre for fertilizers. 1 estimate 
at.spresent only one-third of our 
city is connected with the sewer, 
so the volume of our = sewage 
will be increased threefold us soon as 
our city is completely sewered. At its 
presentrate of value, our volume of 
crude sewage will then be worth $24,- 
But toany observant 
man it will be seli-evident that if the 
application of our crude sewage will 
increase the rental value of our land 
from $2 to $20 per acre per annum, the 


now piaced upon it. Doubling the price 
of the sewage would yield to 
the city $48,000 per vear. We can 
also dilute our sewage ove half witb- 
out materially impairing its value, by 
turning into our sewers an equal 
quantity of water pow running to 
wuste in our river. Our city would 
then derive a revenue of $96,000 per 
year, op an investment of about $275,- 


000 for au outfall sewer in the direc- 


tion of the Sausal Kedondo rancho, 
where the owners of the land are 
elamoring for the sewage. 

Now, Mr. Editer, can there be any 
question as to the wisdom of building 
the outfall sewer, with these grand re- 
sults awaiting its completion?

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SENATOR FELTON 


The Senatorial struggle is over. The 


Legislature has elected Charles N. 


Felton to occupy the seat of the iate 
Senator Hearst for the unexpired por- 
tion of his term. 

The vote at the close stood: Felton, 
73, Estee, 15; Johnston, 1; Heacock, 1; 
White, 28. On the last ballot Ma- 
rion voted for Felton, Carpen- 
ter for Estee and Mathews for 
White. The asserted discovery of 
proofs of bribery in connection 
with the Senatorship, with which 
Was sought to connect Fel- 
name, proved to be a 
boomerang. it expedited a result 


- Which it would probably have taken 


several days to arrive at, had this great 
*‘discovery’’ not been made. 

The news of Mr. Felton’s election 
willbe received with relief by a great 
majority of the people of California: 
firstly, because it puts an end 
to a series of Cisgraceful epi- 
sodes which have caused honest citi- 
zens to blush for their State; secondly, 
because a man has been elected United 
States Senator from California witb- 
out the use of corrupt methods, for the 
first time in many years; and thirdly, 
because, in the election of Mr. Felton, 
that great exacting, domineering, one- 
man power which has so long held 
California in its clutches, and de- 
bauched its politics, has at length re- 
ceived a blow direct in the face. 

Tue Times has very recently given 
at length its opinion of Mr. Felton, as 
aman whom we believe to be in every 
sense a worthy choice forthe honorable 
and responsible position of United 
States Senator. “We indorsed Mr. Fel- 
ton for the position before his election, 
and we congratulate both him and the 
people now thatthe lot has fallen to 
him. He will be a true representative 
of the people in the United States Sen- 
ate, which will be something of a nov- 


,elty to Californians. 
-dtelying upon Mr. Felton’s ability 


and integrity, the people of Southern 
California expect that he will use his 
influence in the Senate to further the 
legitimate aspirations and supply the 
pressing needs of this end of- the 


State, services for which we 
have hitherto looked -in vain to 
our Senatorial representatives at 


the National Capitol. We shall not 
expect Mr. Felton to show undue 
preferences for any partof the State,

that the Central California, around the 
Bay of San Francisco, has hithe:io 
monopolized the lion’s share of Con- 
gressional favors. 


THE EIGHT-HOUR BILL, 


Gov. Markham has, so far, sent four 
vetoes to the Legislature. Perhaps 
the one that will excite the most com- 
ment is the veto of the bill amending 
the eight-hour law. The amendment 
proposed that every contractor and 
sub-contractor should agree not to per- 
mit, knowingly, any work whatever 
upon the construction in hand in ex- 
cess of eigbt hours out of twenty-four, 
by any employé. For violation there 
was to be forfeiture of all payments 
due and inability to recover any com- 
pensation for the work. The purpose 
of the amendment was to make more 
effective the present eight-hour law 
and to prevent its evasion. 

The Governor holds that the amend- 
ment would not effect the desired end. 
Eight hours is at present a legal day’s 
work upon all Public works, and con- 
tractors under the State or municipal 
corporations are bound to observe it, 
but there is nothing in the law to pro- 
hibit piece work or work by the hour. 
Sacramento KRecord- Lnion 
strongly indorses the action of Gov. 
Markham in vetoing this bill, as being 
taken in the interest of the laborers 
themselves. That journal says: 


The amendment as it reads is ambiguous, 
and would leave so much of doubt in the 
mind that only by litigation, long, tedious 
and costly, gould the law be interpreted, 
and that at the expeuse of some contractor 
able to bear the punishment. It is wise, 
therefore, to return it tothe Legislature 
With these defects pointed out. ‘ihe Goy 
ernor has done his duty in the matter, with 
emphasis, and without hesitation. in 
iruth, his veto is directly in the interest of 
labor, and should excite its gratitude, for 
assurediy the proposed amendment would 
bave resulted to the disadvantage of me- 
chanics generally, and, at the very best, 
would have given us a law so full of doubts 
and uncertainties as to have been a hip- 
to labor,

SENATOR PowrEr of Montana made 
some very sensible remarks on the 
subject of free coinage, in New 
York the other day.

The country, 
he believes, is disposed to do the square 
thing in regard to silver, but as long as 
itis only worth a dollar an ounce it 
is too early to ask for free coinage.

‘The dialogue is sensibly written and con- 
tains a great many home truths, the utter- 
ances of which brought forth frequent ap- 
plause, as much for the maniy way in which 
they were. delivered by Mr. Ryman as for 
the caustic severity of the  utter- 
ances themselves, Mr. Ryman as 
“Hiram Pepper’ from Muntana bad 
a great deal to say, but said it well and 
gained the sympathies of his audience, even 
those who did not care perhaps about the 
morality of his speeche’, by a well-sus- 
tained, self-contained and dryly humorous 
conception, not without touches of pathos 
and very effective as a whole. James A. 
Mahony displayed considerable ability as 
the young villain, and his descent into the 
character of outcast and vagabond was ex- 
cellent. both in make-up and acting.

THE TEACHERS, 


Proceedings of the State Institute at 
San Diego. 

SAN Dieco, March 18.—| Correspondence 
of Tue Times.| This day, at the State 
teachers’ institute, has been full of inter- 
est to the teachers, as weil as a day of hard 
work for those who have attempted to pre- 
serve, in the shape of notes, the many good 
things offered for their entertainment. 

After last night’s dissipation at the Coro- 
nado Hotel the teachers were slow in «#s- 
sembiing for the morning session, but at 10 
o'clock Superintendent Keyes of Riverside, 
began the day’s work with a lengthy paper 
on “Teachers’ institutes, their Purposes 
and Methods.”” It was written in his usuai 
vigorous styie, ana while lengtby, was not 
tiresome. 

Charles Mills Gayley, of the Stite Uni- 
versity followed with a short address on 
“The Teaching ot English Literature in 
the Preparatory Schools,” 

Tha most interesting paper of ‘the morn- 
ing session was the one which followed, en- 
titted “Adaptation of the Teacher w His 
Work,” by County Superiotendert Mrs, F. 
McG. Martin of Sonoma county. She was 
frequently interrupted in her reading by 
the applause of the members, and held the 
— attention of the members to the 
end. 

Theconciuding paper of the morning 
session was one on “‘ilistoric Reasous for 
Teaching Civil Government,” by Prof. L. 
DuPont Syle, of Santa Barbara. It was a 
well written paper, treating a rather dry 
subject ina Very entertaining manner, 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The first part of the afternoon session 
was taken up witha paper by Superinten- 
dent Molyneaux of Pomona on “Superin- 
tendents of graded Schools and their W ork.” 
Those who know the Professor 
will not need toid 
that tbe subject was handled in @ mas- 
terly manner and was interesting to outsid- 
ers us well as to the teachers present. 

Following this paper, Hon. J. W. Ander- 
son, State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, was introduced and made afew 
remarks, announcing the passage of the 
bill recommended by the State institute of 
1890, which he said only awaited the signa- 
ture of the Governor to become a law. 

The convention then proceeded to elect 
oflicers for the ensuing year. 

Fresno, by telegraph, invited the insti- 
tute to meetintbatcity in 1892, but the 
committee had already selected Riverside, 
and the selection was ratified by unani- 
mous voto. 

The evening session was devoted to the 
lecture upon evolution by Prof. John Dick- 
inson of Angeles.

There are nine county superintendents 
sent atthe institute, twoof whom are 
adies. 

The reports show thateleven county su- 
perintendents in this State are ladies, of 
whom two, Mrs. McG. Martin of Santa 
Rosa, and Miss Eila Dickson, Superintend- 
ent of Napa county, are in attendance at 
the Sap Diego convention of the institute. 
The latter lady arrived on Mohday evening.

THEY ARE THREE. 


Estee, De Young and Felton— 
How They Stand. 


WHAT THEIR CANDIDACY MEANS 


The Attitude of Each Toward the 
Senatorial Question—Waste- 
basket Tactics Will 
Not Win. 


SACRAMENTO, March 18.—A clear 
statement of the respective positions 
of the three leading candidates tor 
Senator in the pending contest— Estee, 
De Young and Felton—is necessary to 
a correct understanding of the situa- 
tion here. Such a statement I will now 
attempt to give, and in it will aim to 
show the relations of the candidates 
to the man who stands sponsor for the 
present Legislature (Mr. Stanford) to 
the railway corporation, to each other, 
and to the Republican party. 

Mr. Estee is clearly and notoriously 
the personal choice of Stanford, as con- 
tradistinguished from the Soutbern Pa- 
ciie Company; for the man and the 
corporation are no longer oné, but two 
distinct entities, wide apart and with 
opposing aims. ‘he Senator is in poli- 
tics for bimself, and with an eye ever 
upon 1892; the railroad company, under 
the guidance of Stanford’s sleepless 
evemy, C. P. Huntington, is no longer 
in politics, and has not mixed to any 
appreciable extent in the present close 
contest, though it is not denied that the 
president and his subordinates have 
their individual preferences among 
the different aspirants, 

It is now an open secret that the 
creator of this Legislature shifted his 
pledges and chauged his original 
choice, which was not Mr. Estee. He 
thougbt to find among the candidates 
tor the short term the best instrument 
to serve his individual purposes; a man 
who would be the least troublesome as 
a colleague, and the most complaisant, 
who would unconditionally surrender 
to the millionaire autocrat of Califor- 
nia the control of the vast patronage 
of the State, and consent to him- 
self become a cipher in the Senate. 
And, mortitying-to say, Mr. Stanford 
hit upon Morris M. Estee as his choice. 
Should he be chosen Senator, lI, in 
common with a vast number of other 
tree Republicans who have in times past 
supported the man of Napa because of 
our faith in his manhood and inde- 

ndence, and his freedom from the 
blighting effects of corporate influence, 
can only hope that he may have left 
enough of the courage of his 
original convictions (vide the 
ernatorial campaign of 1882) 
disappoint the man who would usurp 
his powers and subvert his Senatorial 
will. Butthere is now little room for 
this hope. Mr. Estee is aman of in- 
constant political uctions; be is a good 
deal of a gusher, has a large and vari- 
egated record as a bolter and bridge- 
burner, and is of a nature sufficiently 
plastic to suit the purposes of Mr. 
Stanford who bas made the sign, given 
the cue,and Koss Stow, Dragoman 
Gage and others of their kind are at 
work, more or less openly, to make 
Mr. Estee Senator at the behest of 
cheir common wmasterin Washington. 
‘These aré the men in the background; 
the field-work is being done by that 


‘-bumptious boss and_ promising 
genueralissimo, Col. n Barns. 
He it is who is engaged 
in the work of manipulating 


the political chess-board and “placiag”’ 


with a passion for wealth, but with 
the ambition to exercise power and 
mold tiie destinies of a State, not to 
say the complexion of the national 
Senate. He would have it appear, 
without saying so in words (for he isa 
cunning connubiator,) that his man is 
the State administration candidate; 
but this pretense is baseless; Gov. 
Markham is studiously keeping him- 
self in an impartial attitude toward 
all the Senatorial aspirants. 

_ The position of Mr. de Young can be 
stated in fewer words. He is the 
known, open, steady, consistent and 
almost life-long opponent of the Sena- 
tor in all his political policies. He is 
the proprietor and manager of a great 
Republican journal, wividing a vast 
influence throughout the entire State; 
and he has many times come to the 
front with this powerful engine of 
opinion to upbold Republican princi- 
ples and heip win Republican victo- 
ries. He bas shown himself, both as 
man and editor, bold, independent, 
uggressive, aud often severely criti- 


eal of party measures and party 
men. ut bis course has beeu 
nove the less meritorious or ef- 


fective on that account. ‘Though Mr. 
de Young and his newspaper are dis- 
tinctively and consistently anti-Stan- 
ford and anti-corporation, in the pres- 
ent contest, he boldly marched into 
Mr. Stanford’s Legislature, without as 
much as saying **by your jeave,’’ and 
offered himself as a candidate for a 
seat by the side of the proprictor him- 
self. It may have been audacious, but 
it was admirable.

The Sewage Question. 

Los ANGELES, March 19.—(To the 
Editor of Times.j The discus- 
sion of the sewage question in the 
Council chamber Wednesday after- 
noon awakened a lively interest in 
the subject. We must discuss this 
matter calmly and without prejudice, 
holding ourselves in readiness for the 
reception of truth and light,  irre- 
spective of the source from which it 
may emanate. Dr. MacGowan stated 
that we should probably be disap- 
pointed if we expected to build and 
operate precipitation works at much 
less expense than would be incurred 
in conducting our sewage to the Sau- 
sal Redondo rancho and extending it 
irom thence to the ocean. The doctor 
asserted that the expense of construct- 
ing precipitation works at Providence, 
R, L., (the best in operation in the 
United States) was $200,000. But on 
the other band Mr. Liord was equally 
positive that the expense of construct- 
lng works on the pian now in success- 
ful operation inthe city of Chester, 
Engiand, would not exceed $25,000. 1 
bave the utmost contidence in Mr. 
Lioyd’s honesty and integrity of pur- 
pose. Asto the costof operating the 
works at Chester, Mr. Lioyd frankly 
admitted that he was not in possession 
of positive knowledge, but thought ove 
man did all the work. Let us admit 
this to be the case, and also that the 
products of the works wiil pay ruunipg 
expenses. (Mr. Morgan says the 
Birmingham sewage works are oper- 
ated at a loss.) 

It was admitted in the discussion 
Wednesday that oh account of the 
topography of our city and the fall 
which our existing sewers had been 
given, it would probably be necessary 
Lo construct three separate plants, say 
one to accommodate Eust Lous Augeles 
and Boyle Heights at south of city and 
east ot the river, one at the present 
sewer outiall and another to uccommo- 
date the western portion of the city. 
These works would incur an outlay of 
$75,000, ussuming that no expense 
would ensue for right-of-way for 
ditches and construction of the same 
jor carrying off the purified sewage 
water. Here we have an éxpéensé 
of $75,000 yielding no revenue, as we 
do not need this purified sewage in 
the city. As you well know, our war- 
thy Mayor advises the entire abandon- 
ment of our city irrigation works, be- 
cause it is a burdensome expense to 
the city. Now, on the other hand, Mr. 
Editor, the fact was brought out io 
Weduesday’s discussion that the pres- 
ent volume ot city sewage delivered to 
the Southside Irrigation Comp.uny is 
worth to that company in its crude 
cundition, ¢ per annum. ‘The 
further fact was also developed thet 
the rental value of land by applying 
our crude sewage thereon, was in- 
creased froin $2 to $20 per acre. | have 
been informed that even $25 per acre 
is paid for land which can be irrigated 
with crude sewage. ‘This groat rental 
value js nut wucu to be astonished at, 
if we stop to think that successful 
orchardists often expend more than 
$50 per acre tor fertilizers. 1 estimate 
Lat atepresent only one-third of our 
city is connected with the sewer, 
so the volume of our sewage 
will be increased threefold us soon as 
our city is completely sewered. At its 
present rate of value, our volume of 
crude sewage will then be worth $24,- 
per aunum. But to any observant 
man it will be seli-evident that if the 
application of our crude sewage will 
increase the rental value of our land 
from $2 to 820 per acre per annum, the 


now piaced upon it. Doubl:ng the price 
of the sewage would = yield to 
the city $48,000 per vear. We can 
also dilute our sewuge ove half with- 
out materially impairing its value, by 
turning into our sewers an equal 
quantity of water pow running to 
waste in our river. Our city would 
then derive a revenue of $96,000 per 
year, op an investment of about $275,- 
000 for au outfall sewer in the direc- 
tion of the Sausal Redondo rancho, 
where the owners of the land are 
clamoring for the sewage. 

Now, Mr. Editer, can there be any 
question as to the wisdom of building 
the outfall sewer, with these grand re- 
sults awaiting its completion?

The Council Asked for an Appro- 
priation.

choice fruit for said exhibit. We 
make this urgent request believing 
that it will conserve the best interests 
of our city and its various industries. 

“The fair at Los Angeles, although
